The general scheme for the de- 
velopment of tri-zonal co-operation 
to be discussed at the Lorilon three- 
power conference In a fortnight's 
time, ts belleved to be not to hasten 
n fall merger of the French zone 
with the Anglo-Amercian — bi-zone, 
but to effect a gradual removal of 
barriers and assimilation of the 
udministratlve structures, 

The first’ stage would. be to as-

In this context, qiuvecment on the 
future Central Bank of “Trizonta” is 
regarded as a high priority issue.

Main Difficulty

The Anglo-American draft pro- 
vided for a Bonrd of Governors, en- 
tirely elected by the Governors of 
the various State banks. German 
experts have strongly urged the 
need for strengthening the clement 
not tled to regional interests forthe 
sake of a unified credit policy. ‘They 
have susrested that half the Board 
should be sppolnted by the Gover- 
nor-Genefal of the Federal Bank.—
